110 belter time to cut grafts, says Tho Lon- 
don Gardtu, than at the commencement of 
Winter. In cutting and packing them away, 
there are some precautions to bo observed. 
In the first plnco. let them bo amply and 
distinctly labeled', as it is very annoying to 
find the names gone at the. moment of using 
them. For this purpose they should be tied 
up in Viunthi-K. not over" two or three inches 
in diameter, with three bands around each 
bunch—at llic ends anil 
middle. 
The 


names may bo tvrittoii on a strip of pine 
boanl or lutli. linlf nn inch thick, and nearly 
as long as Ihe scions. This, if tied upjwith 
the bunch, will keep tho sumo secure. For 
convenience iu quickly 
determining the 


name, there should ba another strip of lath, 


rp at ouo cud, nnd .with tho same dis- 
tly written on the other, thrust into the 


bundle with the name projecting from it. 


If thcso 
bunches or bundles are now 


placed on the cud in n box, with plenty of 
damp moss between and over the top, they 
will keep in a cellar in good condition, and 
any sort may bo selected, withdrawn with- 
out disturbing the rest, by reading the pro- 
jet-tin" label.

8avth,°sawdiisi, nrauy other packing sub- 
stance so I'niivouient, clean, and easily re- 
moved us moss, for packing grafts.

Food consisting of 
one-third corn, ground with two-third* oats, 
forms strong, hearty, Winter fopd for wort 
or coach horses. 
But corn is unfit for road 


or fast horsen- it is loo healing, tiood beds 
and grooming are as important as good feed- 
iug. 
Horses, like men, want good, 
dry, 


warm, claim bads. 
In grooming tie your 


horse »o he eim't bile his manger, and thus 
le»ru to crib bite; »nd if you find your groom 
currying and tonuentiug the poor animal 
whan he ia tied, so ho is uneasy and restless,

It is also very essential 
that.the hast kind of oil should be used; a 
great mistake is made in buying cheap 
rubbish that is sold as mnchiuo oil. 
Good 


oil. with economic feeding-cans, is much 
cheaper to use than an unlimited supply of 
common oil. 
A. little oil that in a machine 


kept clean can readily get to the bearing!, is 
much better than a delugo ot oil poured 
without reason on to a boating covered with 
dust 
and dirt. 
I mention this, as the 


proper management of oiling and cleaning 
ia a' groat nieaiure regulates the length of 
time a nmohiue will last.
